The lack of support for the new build- 
ing doesn’t change the overcrowding 
problem East Jordan schools face. 

“There’s no question that we’ll see 
continued growth,” said disappointed 
district superintendent Chip Hansen, 
adding that the school board will resort 
to more drastic efforts to save space. 

Hansen said programs such as art and 
music will be on carts instead of in 
classrooms, and portable classrooms 
will benecessary beginning in the 1996- 
97 school year at both district com- 
plexes. 

Hansen promised another attempt to 
win voter support for new construction. 

“It’s incumbent on us to keep pace 
with the growth of the community,” 
said Hansen. “The board and the facil- 
ity review committee will go back to 
the drawing board on this issue.”

EAST JORDAN VOTERS said no March 20 to this dream for a new 
middle school near the present high school, as well as to renovations 
for existing facilities. The school board promises it will go back to the 
drawing board. 
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At the turn of the century and until the 
mid-1920s, logging was the very life blood 
of northern Michigan. The lore of the lum- 
berjack is almost forgotten as modern means 
of harvesting the forests have taken over, 

Today’s chain saws, heavy equipment 
skidders, }oaders and trailer trucks have 
made a great deal of change in the industry. 
Only an occasional logger is to be found 
these days in northern Michigan. Gone are 
the railroads, banking grounds and saw 
mills that were so prevalent in the by-gone 
area. 

As a young lad growing up in East Jor- 
dan, where there were two saw mills, a 
shingle mill and a flooring plant, I was 
privileged to mingle among these hearty 
souls, the lumberjacks, who wore bib-over- 
alls and hobnail boots. As a kid I can re- 
member my grandpa giving me a chew of 
red mule chewing plug, making me feel that 
I was apretty rough character. This changed 
considerably when my dad found out my 
tobacco chewing episodes. 

From time to time my dad served as a 
jammer operator, top loader, skidder, scaler, 
banking grounds supervisor, boarding house 
proprictor, cook and teamster. Of all the 
jobs he had, he liked being a teamster the 
most, for he loved horses. 

A teamster worked six }2-hour days a 
weck, and in addition had to care for his 
team on Sundays. He was up at 5 a.m., fed 
his team, had breakfast, grabbed his dinner 
pail and was on his way to Camp Nine, 27, 
or same other number, for most camp were 
known by their numbers. Two trips a day 
kept the teamster on the go, hauling sleds 
piled several logs high. In those days, many 
of the logs measured two to three feet in

diameter. 

The teamster generally arrived back at 
the barn well after dark, went home for the 
supper meal and came back to the barn to 
feed his team and bed them down for the 
night. 

It took a rugged individualist to be a 
teamster. You may think he would look 
forward to the summer months, when he 
was assigned to a saw mill, but not so. The 
teamster for so loved his horses, and hated 
to be separated from them. 

Those of us who lived during the lumber 
era have many fond memories of the lum- 
berjacks. Tall half-rotted stumps dot the 
countryside of northern Michigan. They 
are about the only evidence of that era, but 
in my mind the lumberjack portrayed the 
“he-man” of my youth. 

We can be thankful for such pioneers, 
who hewed out the forests, making it pos- 
sible for farming and communities. It’s a 
good thing that lumberjacks used huge 
cross-cut saws rather than the chain saws of 
today for the period was too short-lived as 
it was, 

Atthe end of the lumbering days, my dad 
had only a letter of recommendation for his 
many years of service to the lumbering 
company. He treasured the letter until his 
dying day, for it read in part, “the bearer 
was a loyal, hard-working individual”.

This DFSC Consor- 
tium consists of 18 school districts, both 
public and private.

Tourism and Recreation Committee, said 
the landmark event will help federal and 
state officials develop a strategy to lead the 
industry into the next century. 

“Tt’s important that our country increase 
its share of the international tourism mar- 
ket. Considering Michigan’s location, it 
has tremendous potential and we must pur- 
sue such growth,” said Bodem, R-Alpena. 

Nine key travel issues on which the con- 
ference will focus are product develop- 
ment, promotion, infrastructure, barrier re- 
duction, training, research, technology, trav- 
cler safety and environmental concems. 

Before the White House meeting, del- 
egates from many states are scheduling 
local conferences to gather testimony from 
those involved in travel and tourism. Bodem,

Amos had to stop due to the thick fog and 
dangerous terrain. As he sat he remem- 
bered the previous night and the sound of 
rushing water that lulled him to sleep. Amos 
vowed that he would find the mysterious 
sound of water. When he awakened the sun 
had burned away the dangerous fog and it 
was safe for him to go on. 

As Amos came over the hill, there before 
him was the most beautiful stream he had 
ever seen sparkling and splashing in the 
sun, Buttercups and evergreens lined either 
side of the stream, while fallen logs made 


little eddies and whirlpools with a whisper- 
ing roar. 

The crude map which Amos was using 
showed no stream, so, being a man of God, 
he scrawled in the name The River Jordan. 

The year was 1856, and Michigan was 
only 20 years old. Our country was young 
and in the throes of growing pains. Franklin 
Pierce was president, and three states had 
seceded from the union. There was much 
trouble throughout the south over slavery, 
Here in this quiet peaceful valley God 
seemed very near. 

Throughout the years the river has kept 
the name, however, townspeople have 
changed it to the more casual Jordan River, 
It is still one of the most beautiful spots in 
Michigan.

Strep throat 
back in town 


Cases of strep throat have 
been reported to the district 
health department. 

A person with strep throat 
may have any of the follow- 
ing basic symptoms: fever, 
sore throat, enlarged and 
inflamed tonsils, swollen 
and red throat and tender 
and swollen lymph nodes in 
the neck area. High fever, 
headache, nausea, vomiting 
and collapse may accom- 
pany severe infections. 
Sometimes you can have a 
rash which is often mistaken 
for another illness such as 
roseola or measles. 

Untreated people may 
develop middle ear infec- 
tions, mastoiditis, throat and 
neck abscesses, pneumonia, 
and skin infections. Other 
serious problems are heart 
(rheumatic fever) and kid- 
ney disease and rarely, toxic 
shock syndrome. 

The health department 
urges parents to contact their 
family doctors if they think 
their children may have 
strep throat. Individuals 
given an antibiotic must 
complete the full course of 
therapy, even if they fecl 
better in a few days. 

Children should not re- 
turn to school, day care or 
nursery setting until at least 
24 hours after beginning 
antimicrobial therapy, and 
until they are free from fe- 
ver.

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For the past 35 years, ra- 
dio telescopes have 
searched the sky, listening 
for possible radio broadcasts 
from intelligent forms of life 
on other planets, according 
to University of Michigan 
astronomer Richard Teske. 

No conclusive evidence 
for radio signals of artificial 
origin has jet been found, 
but occasionally the sensi- 
tive radio receivers used in 
the search register unusual 
bursts or radio “noise” that 
havenoknownexplanation. 

In March, Michigan 
sky watchers can view some 
of the sky locations from 
which the signals were de- 
tected (they appear as small 
squares on the star map). 

Radio technology is the 
best way to detect signals 
from distant civilizations. 
Stars, planets and most other 
natural sources of radio 
emission in the sky produce 
very weak signals, Teske 
explained. Artificial radio 
emissions are expected to 
be stronger than these cos- 
mic sources and could be 
detected against the faint 
natural background noise. 

Scientists seeking faint 
and distant radio whispers 
other civilizations use so- 
phisticated techniques de- 
signed to minimize false 
alarms while maximizing 
the probability of detection, 
Teske said. 

The sensitivity and so- 
phistication of search tech- 
niques have improved dra- 
matically since the first at- 
tempts 35 years ago. A 
single radio telescope now 
sifts many millions of radio 
channels simultaneously for 
evidence of artificial sig- 
nals, and does it all day and 
night, automatically. 

“These telescopes can 
detect a radio emitter with 
the power of a none-watt 
Christmas tree bulb at the 
distance of the planet Pluto 
— four billion miles away,” 
Teske said, 

“Recently, scientists Paul 
Horowitz of Harvard Uni- 
versity and Carl Sagan of 
Cornell University reported 
on five years of a project 
called META, which scans 
northern hemisphere skies 
for signals characteristic of 
an intentional, artificial ra- 
dio beacon. 

“They covered the part of 
the sky visible from Massa- 


chusetts three times at two 
different radio frequency 
bands, and stated, ‘We have 
not found convincing evi- 
dence of radio signals of 
intelligent extra-terrestrial 
origin,’” Teske said. “They 
noted, though, 37 one-time 
instances of reception, out 
of sixty trillion collected and 
tested, of a signal with the 
characteristics they were 
looking for. 

“Upon numerous at- 
tempts to re-observe the 37 
unusual signals, Horowitz 
and Sagan were unable to 
tune in on even one,” Teske 
said. “They believe that no 
known cosmic process can 
account for the ‘hits’ regis- 
tered by project META’s 
equipment, but because the 
signals have never been re- 
peated, the radio events 
can’t be assigned an artifi- 
cial origin, either.

Helmets offer biker safety 


With spring just around the corner, bike 
riders will be jumping at the chance to ride 
on clear streets and sidewalks. Biking has 
become a popular pastime in recent years, 
whether just casual riding or serious trail 
riding. 

Bikers of all ages need to be aware of 
biker safety, especially the importance of 
wearing helmets. 

In 1993, 804 bicyclists were killed in 
bicycle crashes, mostly involving motor 
vehicles. Head injuries are the most serious 
injury type and is the most common cause 
of death among bicyclists. For survivors, 


even mild and moderate injuries can be 
disabling and long-lasting. 

Thirty-cight percent of bicycle deaths 
involve riders 15 or younger. The death rate 
rises rapidly beginning at about age 6 and is 
highest among 11- and 13-year-olds. 

Helmets provide an extra measure of 
safety for all riders. Parents should be espe- 
cially adamant about their children wearing 
safety gear when riding. 

It is still possible for biking to be a fun 
and safe pastime. Remember to wear the 
proper safety equipment, and make sure to 
wear a helmet at all times.

Emigrants’ map touted 


virtues of Michigan 


There’s no unfolding or attempting to 
refold “Farmer’s Map of Michigan” while 
traveling the westward route. In fact, there 
aren’t any routes drawn or pictured in the 
1831 pocket-sized pamphlet. 

But there are descriptions of the various 
types of terrain, settlements, villages, riv- 
ers and coastline of the Michigan Territory 
before it became the 26th state admitted to 
the Union. 

Farmer, a Detroit resident and surveyor 
and preparer of “maps,” had to issue a 
second edition of his original 1830 publica- 
tion. He estimated 15,000 people moved 
into the territory in 1830 and expected 
double that number in 1831, adding to the 
already 35,000 people living in Michigan. 

Farmer’s “map” — one of the holdings in 
the University in the University of 
Michigan’s Clements Library — divides the 
Michigan Territory into plains, opening, 
and prairies, all inviting adventurous people 
of western New York and the New England 
states to establish new homes to the west. 
The plains were described as containing 
some timber, but with no underbrush. They 
“wear the aspect of a cultivated forest,” 
Farmer wrote. 

The openings were just that, open land 
with patches of woodlands. And the prai- 
ries were described as having aheavy growth 
of grass and being free of timber. There 
were two types of prairies, according to 
Farmer, the dry prairie with rich soil and the 
wet prairie which he mentioned would be 


good for planting early pasture and as being 
excellent for growing hay. 

“The prevailing wind is sweet,” Farmer 
wrote, describing the same wind in winter 
as being “quite piercing.” Considerable 
snow falls, he told his readers, but, “never- 
theless, the area is favorable to wheat, rye, 
potatoes, and turnips.” 

Farmer gives acounty-by-county descrip- 
tion of the territory with populations, what 
will grow in each area, descriptions of the 
towns, the kind of timber found, and com- 
ments on the rivers. He predicted that the 
area watered by the Grand River, (the six or 
seven thousand square miles from Grand 
Rapids to Grand Haven with fertile soil and 
what Farmer called “a good and safe har- 
bor’) would “become one of the most im- 
portant sections of Michigan.” 

“Wild land” in Michigan in 1831 was 
selling for $1.25 an acre for “ready” cash. It 
came with, Farmer wrote, ‘an indisputable 
title direct from the United States, under the 
seal of the President.” 

This was not the only publication about 
Michigan Farmer had on the market. This 
one, however, sold for six cents. His “Map 
and Gazetteer of the Surveyed Part of Michi- 
gan” sold for $2 and his “Gazetteer and 
Map of Michigan and the Contemplated 
Territory of Ouisconsin or Huron” sold for 
$3.

Complications of diabetes, including hospitalizations, 
amputations, and death, can be dramatically reduced throu gh 
direct education of both patients with diabetes and health 
care professionals, according to Michele Bonneville, RN, 
MSN, CDE, from Burns Clinic. 

Bonneville and other regional health care professionals 
are part of the Advisory Council which helped launch 
TIPDON (Tip of Michigan’s Diabetes Outreach Network) 
at an Organizational meeting Feb. 28 in Gaylord. 

The area was also represented by: Peggy Spang, RN, 
CDE, Charlevoix Area Hospital; Mary Sciamanna, LNP, 
and mother of a child with diabetes, Petoskey; Mary Ward, 
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Diabetes outreach network launched at area meeting 


RN, MS, Northern Michigan Hospitals; and Kaye 
MacMillian, RN, District Health Department #3. 

TIPDON, which will coordinate this work in 28 North- 
ern Lower Peninsula counties, is modeled on the highly 
successful Upper Peninsula diabetes outreach program, 
UPDON (UP Diabetes Outreach Network). 

Since 1986, UPDON has seen dramatic reductions in 
complications from diabetes and has measurably im- 
proved the quality of life for thousands of people, accord- 
ing to Mary Snitgen, RN, UPDON director. 

A major main goal of this program is to identify people 
who are at risk for complications from diabetes and provide

tacted the DNR to report 
sightings of bald eagles dur- 
ing the annual mid-winter 
bald eagle survey in Janu- 
ary. According to the DNR 
Wildlife Division, which 
conducts the survey, these 
volunteers reported a total 
of 751 sightings in 66 of 
Michigan’s 83 counties. 
Sightings in local coun- 
ties included: four sightings 
in Antrim County, two 
sightings in Kalkaska 
County, 11 sightings in 
Charlevoix County and 13 
in Grand Traverse County. 
In the Upper Peninsula, 
volunteer counts came from 
15 counties and included a 
total of 302 adults and 37 
immature eagles. In the 
Lower Peninsula, counts 
from 51 counties produced 
a total of 351 adults and 61 
immature cagles. Many of 
the sighting reports also in- 
cluded information on eagle 
activities, such as feeding lo- 
cations and food consumed. 
“Many of these bald 
eagles which are winter resi- 
dents also nest here. Their op- 
portunistic behavior found 
them feeding, resting and 
roosting at different water- 
associated sites andevenon 
animal carcasses on high- 
ways,” said Eve Rolandson, 
the DNR’s Nongame Edu- 
cation/Promotion Specialist. 
“This reflects their adapt- 
ability to human-induced 
changes to their habitat, and 
this also presents manage- 
ment challenges,” she said.
